1. Article I—Name 

This organization shall be known as the Middle Section 
of the State Teachers Association. 

Proposed Change: This organization shall be known as the 
Middle Section, Tennessee Education Association. 


2. Article IV, Section II1I—Officers 

The President, Vice-President, Secretary-Treasurer, and 
Executive Committee shall be nominated from the floor 
during the first general session of the annual meeting. An 
election committee of three members shall be appointed by 
the Chairman, whose duties it shall be to prepare the ballots 
and conduct the election. The polls shall be open on the 
morning of the second day of the annual meeting between 
9:00 and 12:00 in a place convenient to all members, at 
which time all members of the Middle Section may have 
the privilege of casting their ballot for the officers of this 
Association. At the last session of the annual meeting, the 
results of the voting shall be announced by the Chairman of 
the meeting. 

Proposed Change: The President, Vice-President, and 
Executive Committee shall be nominated by local associations. 
Names of the candidates shall be submitted to the Secretary 
by August 1st. The names of candidates shall be published 
in the annual program. An election commission of three 
members shall be appointed by the Chairman, whose duties 
it shall be to prepare the ballots, and conduct the election. 
The polls shall be open on the day of the annual meeting 
between 9:00 and 12:00 in a place convenient to all members, 
at which time all members of the Middle Section, Tennessee 
Education Association may have the privilege of casting 
their ballots for the officers of this Association. At the last 
session of the annual meeting the results of the voting shall 
be announced by the Chairman of the meeting. 


3. Article V, Section I1I—Duties of Officers 

It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to prepare 
and publish the program of the annual meeting, to fill the 
vacancies among the officers, if any shnuld arise between 
the annual meetings, to audit the books of the Treasurer, to 
prepare and submit to the annual meeting a budget for the 
ensuing year, which budget shall set forth the estimated 
receipts and expenditures for the period covered thereby 
and to authorize the expenditures of the Association funds in 
accordance with the terms and conditions thereof. 


Proposed Change: It shall be the duty of the Executive 
Committee to prepare and publish the program of the annual 
meeting, to elect the Secretary-Treasurer, to fill the vacan- 
cies among the officers, if any should arise between the annual 
meetings, to audit the books of the Treasurer, to prepare 
and submit to the annual meeting a budget for the ensuing 
year, which budget shall set forth the estimated receipts and 
expenditures for the period covered thereby, and to au- 
thorize the expenditures of the Association funds in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions thereof. 


4. Article VI—Dues 

The dues of the Middle Section shall be fifty cents per 
annum to be paid through the local units and to be forwarded 
to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Middle Section of the Ten- 
nessee State Teachers Association. 

Proposed Change: The dues of the Middle Section, Tennes- 
see Education Association shall be $1.00 per annum to be 
paid through the local units and to be forwarded to the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Middle Section, Tennessee Edu- 
cation Association.

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CONVENTION SPEAKERS 


GOVERNOR GORDCN 
BROWNING was born and 
reared in Carroll County, Ten- 
nessee. He graduated from 
Valparaiso University and at- 
tended Cumberland Law School 
at Lebanon, where he received 
the law degree. He began the 
practice of law in Huntingdon 
in 1914. 

During the first World War, 
Governor Browning advanced 
from private to captain and re- 
ceived numerous citations. 
After his return to Hunting- 
don, he was elected to Congress from the Eighth Dis- 
trict and served for 12 years. He was elected Gov- 
ernor in 1936 by a large majority. Among the pro- 
gressive legislation enacted during his first term as 
governor was the General Education Bill of 1937, 
which embodied the essential features of the Eight 
Point Legislative Program of the Tennessee Educa- 
tion Association. 

Governor Browning entered military service again 
immediately after Pearl Harbor and served over- 
seas. He returned to civilian life in 1947. In 1948 
he was elected Governor by the largest majority 
ever given a gubernatorial candidate in the state. As 
Governor, he has sponsored and secured enactment 
of school legislation which: increased appropria- 
tions for the state’s foundation program by approxi- 
mately fourteen million dollars; increased aid to 
state colleges and the university by more than two 
million dollars; increased teachers’ salaries by ten 
million dollars based on a $2000 minimum salary for 
beginning certified teachers with a bachelor’s de- 
gree; included in the foundation program more than 
six million dollars for school plant construction and 
equipment ; extended benefits for teacher retirement ; 
and increased aid for other services such as voca- 
tional rehabilitation, vocational education, and re- 
gional libraries. 





J. M. SMITH, Commissioner of 
Education, is a _ native of 
McNairy County, Tennessee. 
He received his B.S. degree 
from Memphis State College 
and his M.A. from Peabody 
College. He has done further 
study at the University of Chi- 
cago. His experience as teacher 
and administrator in the rural 
schools of West Tennessee 
gives him first hand knowledge 
of the educational needs and 
problems in rural areas. He 
has had teaching experience in 
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urban schools, also, and was dean at Memphis State 
College, president of Tennessee Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, director of instruction in the Memphis City 
Schools, and president of Memphis State. During 
Governor Browning’s first administration he served 
as Assistant Commissioner and Commissioner of 


‘Education and secured a leave of absence in Janu- 


ary, 1949, from Memphis State, to accept appoint- 
ment as Commissioner again. 

Mr. Smith has been very active in the Tennessee 
Education Association. He has served on numerous 
committees and has twice represented the Tenth 
District on the Administrative Council. 


MISS WAURINE WALKER, a 
teacher of the Social Studies in 
the Waco High School, Waco, 
Texas, is guest speaker for the 
general sessions. Miss Walker 
is a graduate of Baylor Univer- 
sity and of Columbia Univer- 
sity. As vice-chairman of the 
National Commission on Teach- 
er Education and Professional 
Standards of the National Edu- 
cation Association, she is ren- 
dering a fine service on a na- 
tional basis. Miss Walker has 
served as president of the Waco 
Classroom Teachers Association, Texas Classroom 
Teachers Association, District X of the Texas State 
Teachers Association, and at present she is first vice- 
president of the Texas State Teachers Association 
and candidate for the presidency. She is a member 
of the Texas State Council on Teacher Education, the 
Legislative Committee of T.S.T.A., and the state 
sponsor of Future Teachers of America Association 
in Texas. 





ROBERT AURA SMITH, edi- 
torial writer for the NEW YORK 
TIMES, will speak to the Friday 
morning General Session. Spe- 
cializing in the Far East and 
national defense, Mr. Smith’s 
job keeps him at one of the 
nerve-centers of foreign news 
in the United States, and as an 
expert, he brings a rich experi- 
ence in the field with long years 
of first-hand knowledge and on- 
the-spot reporting. 

Mr. Smith graduated from 
Ohio Wesleyan’ University, 
where he won the Ohio Rhodes scholarship. After 
brief service as a teacher, he joined the CINCINNATI 
COMMERCIAL TRIBUNE and went to Japan and Man- 
churia as correspondent. In 1930 he joined the NEW 
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YorK TIMES as Philippine correspondent and acted 
as news editor for the MANILA BULLETIN. In 19387, 
he set out on a comprehensive trip throughout the 
Southeastern part of Asia, India and the coastal 
areas of Africa, gradually learning the intricate de- 
tails of these dependent areas, colonialism and the 
structure of empires. 

Mr. Smith has written three books, OUR FUTURE 
IN ASIA, YOUR FOREIGN POLIcy, and DIVIDED INDIA, 
and a series of public affairs broadcasts for the 
Columbia Broadcasting System called “This Living 
World.” 


ELSA MAXWELL was born in 
the Midwest and brought up on 
the West Coast, a child prodigy 
who could play anything on any 
instrument by ear. She at- 
tended both the University of 
California and the Sorbonne in 
Paris. In her middle twenties, 
she toured with a Shakespeare- 
an repertory company, turned 
up in South Africa as accom- 
panist for a singer, and wrote 
the music for an opera advocat- 
ing woman suffrage which was 
produced at the old Waldorf 
with a chorus of debutantes. Her New York reputa- 
tion was made as the manager of gala benefits for 
Allied causes during World War I, staged at the Old 
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Hippodrome, Grand Central Palace, and the Metro- 
politan Opera with boxes selling at $5,000 each. 

Miss Maxwell’s fame increased with publication 
of her widely syndicated daily newspaper column, 
“Party Line,” which was also heard on the air for 
many months. She has recently devoted much of 
her space to discussion of the International scene in 
terms of the personalities she knows behind it. The 
French Government recently gave her the Legion of 
Honor for her work in promoting good will between 
France and America. This spring will find her in 
Germany to entertain the American troops in the 
Occupation Zone. She will speak at the Friday eve- 
ning General Session.
